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US, China To 
Set Up Liason 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The United States and 


China announced today they will establish of- 
ficial governmental liason offices in Washington 
and Peking to speed up normalization of 
relations between the two countries. 


The development was announced in a joint 


communique issued in Washington and Peking. 


Presidential aide Henry A. Kissinger said the 


offices will serve as the principal contact points 
on the expansion of trade "as well as all other 
matters except the strictly formal diplomatic 
aspects" of ties between the countries. 


Kissinger said the liason offices will have full 


diplomatic privileges but will in no way imply 
establishment of formal diplomatic relations. 


Kissinger, who returned Tuesday from four 


days of extensive talks in Peking with Com- 
munist party Chairman Mao Tse-tung and 
Premier Chou En-lai, also disclosed that. 


—The United States has no immediate plans to 


withdraw its remaining military forces from the 
Chinese Nationalist island of Taiwan but the sub- 
ject will be reviewed periodically, with decisions 
based principally on Washington's assessment of 
the danger of war in the area. 


—Secretary of State William P. Rogers and 


Chinese Foreign Minister Chi Peng fei will begin 
discussions in Paris next week on settlement of 
private American claims against China, totaling 
some $250 million, and some $78 million of 
blocked Chinese assets in the United States. The 
aim will be to resolve the issues quickly through 
negotiations. 


The agreement to establish liaison offices in 


each other's capitals apparently was the most 
significant 
development to 
come 
out of 


Kissinger's Peking talks. He said the two 
governments felt the existing formal channel for 
contact through their Paris embassies "was in- 
adequate." 
'Aid Not Ransom' 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presidential advisory 


Henry Kissinger said reconstruction aid to North 
Vietnam "is not a kind of ransom we are paying 
... to maintain the peace" but rather is a "long- 
term investment" toward peace in Indochina. 


Reporting on his four days of talks in Hanoi, 


Kissinger said the major focus was on estab- 
lishing more normal relations and not on the 
postwar economic aid. 


The goal, he told a White House briefing, is to 


enable the leaders of North Vietnam to work 
together with other countries "in a more con- 
structive relationship" and to provide incentives 
for peaceful evolution. 


Israel Widely Denounced 


For Downing Libya Plane

Israel was widely denounced today for 


shooting down a Libyan airliner in which more 
than 100 persons died. 


President Nixon sent condolences to Libya and- 


Egypt, a pointed rebuke to the Israelis. But a 
Lebanese 
newspaper charged him with 


hypocrisy, likening him to "a murderer who 
attends the funeral of his victims." 


Israel said its fighters fired on the Boeing 727 


Wednesday because the airliner's French pilot 
refused to heed orders to land after flying over 
Israeli military installations along the Suez 
Canal. 


The death toll today apparently stood at 105. 


The Libyan airline said there were 112 persons 
aboard the plane, including nine crew members, 
and Israel said nine survivors were pulled from 
the wreckage. But two of the survivors—both 
women —died during the night. 


The Israeli military command said 90 bodies 


had been recovered. The search for the rest was 
hampered by a sandstorm during the night. 


The Libyan airline said five of the crew were 


French, two of the passengers were German and 
the others aboard were Libyans, Egyptians, 
Jordanians, 
Lebanese 
Palestinians 
and 


Sudanese. Two Frenchmen were among the 
survivors, the first officer and a steward. 


The nonaligned group of countries at the 


United Nations in New York expressed "solid- 
arity with the countries which have been the 
victims of the Israeli aggression" and called 
upon "the international community to put an end 
to the policy of Israel." 


U.N. Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim ex- 


pressed "shock and condolences" to Libya and 
"regret and concern" to Israel. 


The London Times charged the Israelis with 


"at the least a reckless act of killing of civilians 
and, as such, inexcusable even if, in contrast to 
the murders of which Israel has been the victim, 
it was not wholly premeditated." 


The airliner was downed 12 hours after Israeli 


commandos raided Arab guerrilla bases at the 
northern end of Lebanon. Israel said the raiders 
killed 50 guerrillas, but Arab guerrilla sources 
put the death toll between 15 and 26. 


Arab radio and newspaper commentators said 


the incidents were "barbaric atrocities that the 
Arabs cannot afford to let go unpunished." 


Damascus Radio said the attacks were a 


"brutal reminder to all Arab countries that they 
must pool all their resources for a confrontation 
with Israel."

This is a story about mice. The ques- 
ion is whether it is also a story of men. 


It is a tragic tale in the classical sense 


- the rise and fall of a Utopian mouse 
universe. It was a universe in which 
tlisea.se had been banished, in which 
food and water were abundant and in 
which there was room for all. 


This idyllic universe ceased to exist 


last week due to a combination of popu- 
lation pressures, greed, selfishness, ag- 
gression, a lack of education and a slow 
disintegration of family and social 
structure. 


In short, Utopia came apart at the 


seams. 


The end came with the death of its 


last inhabitant, the sole survivor of 
what once had been a happy, produc- 
tive colony of more than 2,200 mice. The 
last member of the colony was a lone 
doddering female. 


In human terms, she was more than 


100 years old. 


The fate of the rodent realm should 


serve as a warning to the human race, 
according to its creator, Dr. John B. 
Calhoun, a research psychologist at the 
National Institute of Mental Health in 
Rockville, Md. 


The story of the mice has happened, 


Calhoun said during an interview, and 
"could happen to man on a larger 
scale." 


"The essential message," he said, "is 


a kind of warning that we are not invul- 
nerable, mat we are at a critical time in 
history and that we had better be care- 


ful." 


Calhoun's mouse universe has been 


the object of much scientific attention 
since it was put together about four and 
one-half years ago to serve as a micro- 
cosm of the earth and its growing popu- 
lation. 


The Utopian enclosure measured 10 


feet by 10 feet and was supplied with 
enough food, water, heat and nesting 
room for 4,000 mice. 


Four males and four females were 


placed in this man-made Eden and, to 
begin with, they flourished, raised fam- 
ilies and began a disease-free colony of 
normal, happy animals.

However, Calhoun said, after about 


two years it became apparent that 
there was something drastically wrong 
in this mouse universe. Numbers were 
increasing so rapidly that there were no 
social roles for the young to fill. 


This was the real beginning of the 


end, 
Calhoun said. "Because we had 


eliminated death," he said, "there were 
about three times as many young mice 
as there were older, established mice." 


Here's what happened, according to 


Calhoun: 


By the time the population reached 


2,200, the older mice had created 14 
groups, each with its own territory jea- 
lously guarded by a dominant male. 


The young adult males were beaten 


off by the older dominant males and 


forced "to live on the streets" at the 
bottom of the enclosure. Defeated, in 
time they ceased to struggle for a terri- 
tory of their own. 


Other young mice refused to enter the 


competitive world at all and never left 
the shelter of their individual nests, 
even after they matured. Untouched by 
competition, they became physically 
perfect specimens. Researchers called 
them "the beautiful ones." They were 
beautiful, but unproductive. 


As time passed, Calhoun said, the 


older tough males began to weaken and 
could no longer defend their territory. 
The defense, he said, was left to the fe- 
males of nest, who became quite ag- 
.gressive. 


Unfortunately, he added, this aggres- 


siun knew no bounds and was directed 
not only at outside invaders but against 
their own young as well. 


As a result, he said, the young mice 


began to leave the nest earlier and ear- 
lier, without ever learning the impor- 
tance of social contacts, of mouse 
courtship and how to make love. 


For a tune, he said, these \oung untu- 


tored mice made some feeble attempts 
at romance and lovemakmg, but their 
world was now so crowded that there 
uas little spare or time for such activi- 
ties. 


K v e n l u a l l y , Calhoun said, they 


turned inward and became "self-cen- 
tered," concerned only with eating, 
drinking and grooming.
